4 New Judges Assigned 
to Try Criminal Cases 


Born in Deg Moines, Ia., 1859, coming 
to Chicago in 1889. He studied law at 
Iowa State university and practiced 
in Iowa, serving for a time as city 
attorney of Des Moines. In 1898 he 
was appointed to fill a vacancy on the 
Superior bench; has held the place con- 
tinuously. He has had many years’ 
experience in Criminal court work and 
has been especially outspoken in his 
condemnation of lawlessness. Re- 
cently Chief Justice Kickham Scanlan 
of the Criminal court said that a solu- 
tion of the wave of crime and terrorism 


In pursuance of the policy of the 
joint executive committee of the Cir- 
cuit and Superior court judges to do 
everything in its power to assist the 


police and State’s Attorney Crowe in 
their war on crime, four extra jur- 
ists yesterday were assigned to hear 
criminal cases and two others are un- 
der consideration. Mr. Crowe asked 
for eight more judges on the Crim- 
inal bench. 

Chief Justice Denis E. Sullivan 
named the four from the Superior 
court. They are Judges William E. 
Dever and John M: O’Connor, now 
sitting on the Appellate court, and 
Judges Marcus Kavanagh and Joseph 
B. David. 

The Circuit court has not yet made 
its appointments, but it was learned 
that it, too, will select two judges 
from the Appellate court—probably 
Judges Thomas Taylor Jr. and David 
F’.. Matchett—and two others. All 
have signified their willingness to 
serve on the Criminal bench. 

Foll®wing briefly are the histories of 
the jurists named and under consid- 
eration for the new posts: 

William Emmett Dever, Democrat— 
Born in Woburn, Mass., March 13, 
1862. Came to Chicago in 1887 to enter 
Kent College of Law, from which he 
was graduated in 1890, immediately 
beginning the practice. In 1902 was 
elected alderman from the Seventeenth 
ward and served in the council until 
1910, when he was elected to the Su- 
perior bench. He has had considerable 
experience in criminal law. The prin- 
cipal criminal case in which he pre- 
sided was that of William’ Lorimer, 
charged with wrecking the La Salle 
Street Trust and Savings bank. He 
has served several years on the Appel- 
late court bench. 

John M. O’Connor, Democrat—Born 
in Lee county, Ia., in 1870. He was 
graduated from Kent College of Law in | 
1900. He served as assistant corpora- 
tion counsel under James Hamilton 
Lewis in 1905 and 1996 and was a mem- 
ber of the Illinois senate from 1910 to 
1914, resigning to accept an appoint- 
ment to fill a vacancy on the Superior 
court bench. He was elected to succeed 
himself in 1919, serving most of the 
time in the Appellate court. 


Marcus A. Kavanagh, Republican—

Joseph B. David, Democrat—Born 
in Louisville, Ky., in 1863, being ad- 
mitted to the bar in Illinois“in 1885.

He 
was elected in 1919 and has had con- 
siderable experience as a Criminal 
court judge. He presided at the sec- 
ond trial of Carl Wanderer and sen- 
tenced the wife slayer to death. : 


Thomas Taylor Jr., Republican— 
Born in England and came to America 
when 8 years old. He feceived his 
legal education at Harvard and began 
practicing law in Chicago in 1887. In 
1890 he was appointed a master. in 
chancery for the Circuit court, a post 
he held for eighteen years, during 
which time he is said to have written 
more than 1,000 reports on contested 
cases. He was elected to the Circuit 
court bench in 1915, and after serving 
a short time in the Juvenile court was 
sent to the Appellate bench. He was 
elected in 1921 at the judicial election 
as a coalition candidate. 


David F. Matchett, Republican— 
Born in 1867 in Iowa. He is a grad- 
uate of the Cornell [N. Y.] College of 
Lew, coming to Chicago in 1895. For 
thirty years he served as a master in 
chancery of the Superior court, giv- 
ing up the position when he was 
elected to a Superior court judgeship 
in 1916. Most of his judicial service

Washington, D. C., May 26.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Fifty congressmen today joined 
in a request to-the house ways and 
means committee for a prompt report 
and opportunity to vote on the Hill 
local option 2.75 per cent beer and cider 
bill. 

The bill provides that each .congres- 


sional district shall constitute a fed- |, 


eral local option district, and that in 
the next November election the voters 
shall decide whether they wish beer or 
cider as defined in the bill. 


Definition of Beer. 


erage obtained by the alcoholic fer- 
mentation of an infusjon or decoction 
of barley malt and hops in drinkable 
water containing not more than 2.75 
per centum of alcohol by volume; cider 
means any beverage obtained by the 
natural fermentation of apple or other 
fruit, vegetable, or herb juices contain- 
ing not more than 2.75 per centum of 
alcohol by volume. 

The bill also provides that there be 
levied on all beer or cidar so manufac- 
tured a tax of 20 cents a gallon. On 
the basis of 2,000,000,000 gallons of beer 
legally produced in 1914, Representa- 
tive Hill claims that this bill would 
produce from $400,000,000 to $500,000,- 
000 a year of needed revenue for the 
treasury.

PARIS, May 26.—[By the Associated 
Press.]——The committee of internation 
al bankers in session here this eve- 

ing served notice on Germany that 
er consideration of a $1,000,000,000 
loan is virtually out of the question 
until Germany accepts in full the con- 
ditions of the ultimatum of the repara- 
tions commission, which expires May 
31, and also gives adequate guarantees 
that the inflation of Germany's cur- 
ren¢y will be immediately stopped. 
The committee then decided to ad- 
journ until May 381 to await the de- 
cision of Germany. 

In reparations circles t the 
view was advanced that action of the 
financiers probably would result in 
complete acceptance by Germany of all 
their conditions. It was further stated 
that acquiescence by Germany in the 
reparations commission’s conditions 
probably pcg be productive of a loan 
of more than $1,000,000,000, since the 
bankers have determined that a large 
loan could be arranged under those’vir- 
cumstances. 


Poincare to Reveal Plans. 


Parliament will be informed next 
week by Premier Poincare exactly 
where France stands with re to 
German reparations and what ce 
is prepared to do in the event of Ger- 
many defaulting the reparations pay- 
ment of May 31;

EXTRA! MAYOR 
ASKS COUNCIL 
FOR SUBWAY NOW 


BY OSCAR HEWITT. 


Mayor William Hale Thompson has 
sent a message to the city council not 
only suggesting subways but also point- 
ing out their “imperative need,” and 
urging that “the time is ripe for some 
accomplishment in this direction.” 

“T desire to call the attention of the 
city council to the imperative need of 
a system of subways in an extending 
from the so-called ‘downtown’ or 
‘loop’ district for the use of the trans- 
portation lines traversing this district,” 
reads the mayor’s message. “It has 
long been evident that the construction 
and use of such a system would greatly 
relieve the congestion of street traffic 
which, during the busy hours of the 
day, has become almost intolerable, 
and would greatly improve transporta- 
tion service during the rush periods, 


Calls Present Service Inadequate. 


“ During those periods the street rail- 
way lines are so clogged that it is im- 
possible to move through the district a 
sufficient number of cars with sufficient 
capacity to give anything like adequate 
service to the enormous number of peo- 
ple then using or desiring to use those 
lines, 

“ Likewise the capacity of the ele- 
vated loop structure, with its two 
tracks, is woefully insufficient to meet 
the demands made upon the elevated 
lines during those periods. 

“This subject of subways has been 
discussed in recent years by the people, 
the press, and the city authorities, and, 
while the general opinion appears to be 
in favor of immediate construction of 
a system adequate to the needs of the 
situation, no real progress has been 
made in the matter. 

“ The time is ripe for some actual ac- 
complishment in this direction, and I 
earnestly urge the city council to take 
up the eubject immediately, with a 


great improvement.” 

The message goes on to discuss the 
subject in detail. It says that a com- 
prehensive system of subways would 
mean two fares and that a subway 
construction which accepted a $5,000,- 
000 contribution from the surface lines 
would be objectionable. 

Explains What He Favors, — 

The message says the mayor favors 
a subway plan which would fit into a 
“complete unification of the surface 
and elevated lines, a consummation

It may be.a shocking surprise to even 
intimate friends of the mayor that he 
sent sucha message to the city council. 
But it was sent. It appears in the offi- 
cla] records of the council for Oct. 4, 
1915—nearly six months after he was / 
first inaugurated. 

It shows conclusively that the mayér 
once favored an initial subway in 
the downtown district. He recog- 
nized “the imperative need” of it 
six and a half years ago. He then 
said there had been enough talk and 
that the time was ripe for actual 
accomplishment—but nothing has been 
done in the intervening period. 

_ Council Tries to Please Him. | 

The council local transportation com 
mittee has been attempting for months 
to obtain the consolidation of the sur- 
face and elevated lines, as the mayor 
recommended. It is also attempting 
to build the sort of a subway which 
the mawor urged. It is seeking to 
avoid the two objections which the 
Mayor warned against. 

Now the committee asks the mayor 
to give his present views on transit 
improvement. 

He has been told to select his own, 
day and hour and a committee meet- 
ing will be called to meet his con- 
venience. The aldermen want to know 
what the mayor thinks today.

GET THE LAWYER 
CRIMINAL. 


There are two principal factors in the operation 
of crime. ~ One is the criminal himself; the other 
is the lawyer criminal. The object of the lawyer 
criminal is not to defend the accused. It is to 
free the guilty. It is to defeat justice and prevent 
punishment. 


The criminal operates in expectation of the suc- 
cess of the lawyer criminal. The latter resorts 
to the abuse of practices which the law permits 
and algo to intimidation of witnesses, purchasing 
of silence, subornation of perjury, and bribing of 
juries. The criminal escapes. The lawyer crim 
inal continues to practice law. | 

The extent of his practice depends upon his suc- 
cess in defeating law and freeing the guilty. If he 
were not able to protect the criminals he would 
not haye them as clients. He prospers to the ex- 
tent that he hurts the community. 

The privilege of practicing law in this state is 
accorded by the Supreme court. It is a privilege 


not aright. Character is one of the qualifica- 


tions. It is not only required that a person have 
the training for the practice of law and prove it in 
examinations, but he must have the character fit- | 
ting him to be, as he becomes when admitted to 
the bar, an officer of the court. , | 

The Supreme court can disbar a lawyer whose 
acts prove his moral turpitude, his unfitness to be 
an officer of the court and to appear before its bar. 
Cases for disbarment are brought before the Su-| 
preme court by the bar association. It scrutinizes 
the conduct of lawyers, examines into cases where 
misconduct is alleged, and reports cases which in 
its opinion demand withdrawal of the privilege of 
practicing law. 


The lawyer criminals of Cook county are well 
known and widely known. They are seldom pro- 
ceeded against because, although their characters 
are notorious, proof of specific acts is not obtained. 
They have protected themselves from indictment 
and the bar association has permitted them to con- 
tinue undisturbed, freeing the guilty and preying 
on society. 


This is injurious. Lew crime is the incubator 
of crime. Immunity from the consequences of 
crime produces criminals, and the lawyer criminal 
by lawless methods provides the immunity. Thus 
we have a circle of crime running through the 
courts and out to freédom and to continued and 
stimulated criminal acts. Until this has been bro- 
ken down attacks upon the criminal system will 
be in part at least aborted. 

The bar association can break it down. It can 
do so by abandoning the idea that a lawyer must 
be proved a criminal} before the privilege, of prac- 
ticing law can be taken away from bind It can 
proceed upon the knowledge that many lawyers 
in Chicago are unfit to practice because of their 
character and methods. It can bring a blanket 
charge against these men and lay the case before 
the Supreme court. 

The Supreme court, we believe, will not demand 
evidence which would be necessary to put the 
lawyer criminals in the penitentiary, where they 
belong. Their liberty is not at issue. If it were, 
sustained evidence would be necessary. Here the 
court would only be guarding zealously the privi- 
lege which it extends and would be protecting the 
practice of law from the operations of men whose 
character and acts proclaim them unfit to be offi- 
cers of the court. 

When that is done the criminal system will be 
hit and lawpets wisi defend the accused, not attack 
justice with f.2pt as vicious as that of their eli- 
ents.

COLIC AMONG BREAST FED. 

FEW wrinkles tn infant feeding. 

Nothing is perfect in this 

world, Breast milk is not even 

a perfect food. This statement 

is true, in spite of the other statement 

that it is just about 60 per cent nearer 
perfect than any other food. 

There are babies that do not thrive on 
breast milk. Some of them have colic. 
The right to have colic is one of the 
fundamental! rights of a baby. The state- 
ment came very near being “ one of the 
inalienable rights of a baby." 

Colic ts considerably more prevalent 
and considerably more severe among the 
breast fed. 

A, large part of the colic among the 
breast fed is because the youngsters are 
allowed to suck too long or too fre- 
quently. 

The remedy for that is easily agreed 
on; but not so easily carried out. 


Some of the colic is due to the mother’s 
milk being too rich. Sometimes that 


‘|ean be remedied by having the mother 


drink more water, or giving the baby 
eons water just before he nurses. 

Since the strippings are almost cream, 
a colicky baby should not empty the 
breast to the last drop. | 

In recent years there has been some 
evidence offered to show that the mother 
may sometimes pass on to the baby 
through her milk certain biological o: 
chemical substances. 

For instance, if she has asthma or skin 
disease due to being sensitized to a pro- 
tein, that protein may cause skin dis- 
ease or colic or indigestion in her baby. 

Occasionally there is a baby that can- 
not take breast milk and sometimes we 
find one that can drink breast milk but 
not breast milk from his own mother. 

There are some babies that cannot 
drink liquid milk from either a cow or a 
human being. It is too thin, contains 
too much water and too little solids to 
suit them. 

Some of these babies get along all right 
on milk powders or milk powders dis- 
solved in less water than is found in 
milk. 

Sauer uses a mixture of milk powder 
containing 8 level packed tablespoonfuls ; 
water, 24 ounces; dextri-maltoge, 2 
ounces, divided into eight feedings. 

A complemental feeding of: 

One level packed tablespoonful of 
milk powder for each pound of weight 
of the baby, to which 4 per cent of 
carbohydrate has been added, used 
as a complementary feeding, in ba- 
bies weighing more than ten pounds, 
will stop some cases of vomiting, 
diarrhea, gas, and colic. 

As a cure for colic, Grulee gives a 
paste of a proper kind of milk powder 
and a culture of lactic acid bacilli. , 
There is a condition called pyloric 
stenosis in which the gateway out of 
the stomach spasmodically closes when

seems that the excess liquid is a factor 
in the irritation. 


At any rate, many cases of this often 
fatal disease are cured by feeding thick 
cereal. 

A mixture used by Sauer is composed 
of 9 ounces of skimmed milk, 12 ounces 
water, 6 tablespoonfuls of farina, rice 
flour or barley flour, 3 tableapoonfuls of 
dextri-maitose. This is boiled in a dou- 
ble boiler for more than an hour, or 
until it is thick.

IN “THE BALKAN CALDRON.” 

Washington, D. C., May 24.—My atten- 
tion has been drawn to a cable from 
your correspondent at Belgrade, which 
appeared in your issue of May 9. Ac- 
cording to this dispatch, Bulgaria is ac- 
cused at Belgrade of “ financing Mace- 
donian comitadjis to seek independence,” 
and that Germany is backing King Fer- 
dinand in stirring the Balkan caldron 
as the commencement of another attempt 
to Germanize the Balkan states.” It is 
also asserted that “after the war Bul- 
garia financed the return to Macedonian 
soil of 300,000 Macedonians who fought 
in the war in the Bulgarian army,” and 
that “these men are the instruments of 
Bulgar propaganda.” 

Any one who is acquainted with the 
present conditions in the Balkan penin- 
sula will regret that your correspondent 
has been led into sending you such a 
rigmarole of coffee house babble. Bul- 
garia is financing no comitadjis, and the 
Bulgarian government has asked more 
than once that an international commis- 
sion should be constituted to inquire into 
the truth of the allegations that bands 
of insurgents are organized in Bulgaria 
and sent over into Macedonia. But those 
who make these charges and wish to fish 
in troubled waters are averse to such a 
commission. Some months ago a Bul- 
garo-Roumanian commission investigated 
similar allegations in regard to the Bul- 
garo-Roumanian frontiers and found 
them baseless. 

Ex-King Ferdinand has nothing to do 
with or in Bulgaria, and one fails to see 
how he could be accused of “ stirring 
the Balkan caldron.” His return to 
Bulgaria is an impossibility, and I doubt 
if he himself wishes to return. It is utter- 
ly false that Bulgaria ever financed the 
return to Macedonia of 300,000 Macedo- 
nians. The assertion carries on its face 
its contradiction. It is not likely that 
the present rulers of Macedonia, the 
Serbs and Greeks, would allow 300,000 
Macedonians, ex-soldiers of the Bul- 
garian army at that, to come back and 
be “the instruments of Bulgar propa- 
ganda,” when they forcibly drive out of 
Macedonia every one who manifests his 
Bulgarian nationality.

SENATE DEBATES 
TARIFF RATES ON 
TRON AND STEEL 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 


Washington, D. C., May 26.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Attacks on various duties on 
iron and steel marked today’s debate 
on the tariff bill in the senate. The 
Democrats were unable to defeat any 


of the finance committee amendments, 
but-the committee voluntarily pro- 
posed several reductions from the rates 
as contained in the bill originally re- 
ported to the senate. 

Senator Underwood [Ala.], Demo 
cratic leader, declared that there were 
a dozen different items in heavy iron 
and steel commodities on which there 
was no justification for raising rates. 

Senator Cummins [Iowa], Republi- 
can, expressed some dissatisfaction 
with any increase in duties on iron and 
steel articles, declaring that the cost 
of raw materials was higher abroad 
than in this country. He said that he 


had favored postponement of all tariff 
—* because of uncertain condi- 
ons. 

During the debate Senator Walsh 
{Mass.], Democrat, read a letter from 
Julius C, Morse of Boston, vice presi- 
dent of the National Association of Re- 
tail Clothiers, in which it was declared 
that the emergency tariff on wool has 
caused a marked increase in the. price 
of woolen goods. Mr. Morse expressed 
fear that the pending tariff bill may 
mean further increases ‘in the cost of 
woolen goods to the consumer. 

The senate on a roll call approved a 
duty of 30 per’cent on iron or steel 
sheets, plates, bars, and rods. The 
rate in the house bill was 28 per cent. 
The vote in the senate was 45 to 21.

| Pineapple Tapioca. 
A tapioca pudding made with fresh- 
ly grated or shredded pineapple and 
uncooked has the flavor of roses. 
You can imagine you are eating an 
aroma. It is as much superior to one 
with canned pineapple as you can 
imagine. You can realize why the 
pineapple has been so highly appre- 
ciated as a luxury and delight when 
you can get its full aroma, and its 
aroma, like taste, in some such fash- 
ion as this. But, of course, there are 
tasteless pineapples. However, I have 
made at one and the same time a tap- 
jioca pudding with shredded pineapple 
and one with part of the same pine- 
apple cooked, and the difference in 
favor of the raw pineapplle was in- 
describably great.
